With a shotgun wound in the head,

The 
remains were discovered at 6.30 a.m., 
and when Dr. H. M. Elliott, coroner, 
of Swalwell was called, he placed the 
time of death as shortly after mid- 
night.

The late Mr. Jennings had farm- 
ed in the district for the past ten 
years and is survived by his widow 
and two children,

ALBERTA TAR SANDS 
WILL BE DEVELOPED 


OTTAWA—Develipment of the tar- 
sand deposits at Fort McMurray in 
northern Alberta will begin immediat- 
ely, Hon. C, C. Ross, Alberta Minister 
of Lands and Mines, announced this 
week, 

He said arrangements had_ been 
made by a private company to spend 
$1,500,000 in the next two years in 
erecting a plant at Fort McMurray to 
extract petroleum and other by-pro- 
ducts from the tar-sands. The com- 
pany is being financed by American 
capital, 

The process which will be used in 
the new plant has been developed by 
Max Ball with the assistance of pro- 
vincial and federal governments, Mr. 
Ross told a newspaper correspondent 
at Ottawa on Monday of this week. 
Work on the plant will start within 
the next 90 days, Mr. Ross said.

A GRAVEL ROAD 


Up until about eighteen months ago 
the ery in the district was the need 
for an all-weather road leading into 
Carbon to connect with the two maia 
highways on the south and west, Af- 
ter considerable agitating on the part 
of residents of the district the matter 
was taken up by the Government 
member at that time, Mr. Claypool, 
and the road in question was graded 
up as a secondary highway, and the 
gravel was to have been put on as 
soon as the road permitted it. The 
grading was completed last summer, 
and the road bed has now been given 
ample time to settle and gravel should 
be laid as soon as the weather permits 
in the spring. Anyone who has to tra- 
vel over the roads at the present time 
will agree with us that it is absolutely 
necessary that the gravelling be done 
without delay. 

We now have a Social Credit gov- 
ernment at Edmonton and the Minis- 
ter of Public Works has stated on 
various occasions that it will be the 
policy of the government to build se- 
condary highways and market roads 
in preference to the main highways- - 
in other words to build highways for 
the benefit of the majority of people 
who are dependent on roads to a large 
extent in order to make a livelihood. 
This is a good policy, and we hope 
that it is carried through. 

Dealing with the gravelling of the 
highway through Carbon, we believe 
that almost everyone in the district 
is anxious to see this road completed, 
and if our Social Credit Groups would 
draft resolutions and send them to our 
Government Member, Mr. E. P. Fos- 
ter, requesting that this road be com- 
pleted, we believe that some action 
would be taken, and some assurance 
given as to when the project will be 
completed. 

This gravel connection between the 
highways number nine and twenty-one 
is an absolute necessity and its com- 
pletion would be appreciated by the 
people of Carbon and district.

Barnwell, Alberta sets this year's 
record for the first official report of 
work on the land, according to a mes- 
sage received last week by the agri- 
cultural department of the Canadian 
Pacific Railway at Winnipeg.

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What About State Medicine? 


State medicine as a solution of the “cost of health” problem is a sub- 
ject very much in the air in the Western Canadian provinces just now and 
judging from cumulative public’ demands it is only a question of time and 
probably a very short time before state medicine or public health insurance, 
in Whole or in part, will be in effect generally in the west. 

It is perhaps not surprising that the public mind is rapidly crystalliz- 
ing in this direction. A number of factors are responsible for this, One 
of them is the much publicized depression of the past few years, During 
this period local governments have found it necessary to provide medical 
and hospital care for a large number of relief recipients and, of course, the 
cost has had to be passed on to the taxpayers. 

In addition to that, very many of these taxpayers have during the past 
few years foand it increasingly difficult to keep pace with growing tax bills 
and at the same time stand the expense of hospital and medical bills for them- 
selves and other members of their families, for they have found that medi- 
cal and hospitalization expenses have not declined in proportion to their 
own Incomes 

Further than that all classes of the community are demanding a high 
standard of medical and hospital service. The hospitals that are best en- 
deavoring to cater to this demand find that they cannot continue to oper- 
ate at much less than pre-depression costs because of the difficulty of col- 
lecting accounts and the doctors declare that they cannot afford to reduce 
their fees to a scale commensurate to the pocketbooks of their clients be 
cause they, too, find the percentage of accounts they can collect from pay 
ing patients diminishing :

Stamp Must Be Requested 


If Properly Tagged Return Poultry 
Crates Not Dutiable 

With regard to the export of live 
poultry from Canada to the United 
States, there is no duty charged on 
properly marked return crates, but 
a duty of 30 cents per crate is 
charged Canadian shippers on the 
return of their crates into Canada, 
unless, prior to shipping the poultry 


to the United States, the Canadian 
shipper has the crates properly 
tagged by a Canadian Customs 


official as being of Canadian manu- 
facture. A Customs stamp is placed 
by the Customs officer on wooden 
crates, and a metal seal is attached 
to metal crates. In order to have 
this stamp placed on the coops, it 
must be requested by the Canadian | 


| shipper.

Indispensable Article In 
All Industrial Processes 


Diamonds, once regarded merely | 


as glittering gems for the adorn-

ed for their value, are now playing! 


4 prominent part in industry. 

To-day there are far more dia- 
monds used for industrial purposes 
than as gems. But, as hardness 
alone is needed for industry and not 
color and water, their value is less 
than those used for adornment. 

Industrial diamonds cost from £2 
to £5 a carat. A flawless gem may 
realize £100 a carat. 

The grading, preparing, and sale 
of industrial diamonds is another 
industry which has become pre- 
dominantly British. 

London is now the centre of the 
trade, practically 98 per cent. of the 
world’s production of industrial dia- 
monds being dealt with within a few 
hundred yards of Hatton Garden. 

Where once Amsterdam and Ant- 
werp were the world centres of the 
diamond trade, London now reigns 
supreme. Amsterdam and Antwerp 
still do most of the diamond cutting 
and polishing, but the stones come 
from the London market. 

Practically every industry now 
uses diamonds in one or more of its 
processes, 

And it is diamonds, used for cut- 
ting the hardest of metals with ex- 
treme accuracy, and for sharpening 
and truing modern machining and 
grinding tools, that have in great 
part enabled mass production with 
its greater rapidity and lower costs, 
to be brought into operation. 

Industrial diamonds play their 
part in producing pipe-stems, elec- 
tric light filaments, cutting and 
shaping stone, marble, and granite 
in a fraction of the time previously 
occupied, and in boring for coal and 
oil. 

Scientists and engineers in recent 
years have increased the hardness 


of metals so much, particularly for! 
that it has been found, 


tool steel, 
extremely difficult to get metal tools 
to work them. 

When it was found that diamond 
pointed tools would cut them like 
cheese, diamonds became in greater 
demand. 

Rock drilling has been speeded up 
so tremendously by the diamond that 
the diamond-faced borers now used 
will cut through 18 inches of the 
hardest granite in an hour, even at 
a depth of 2,000 feet in the ground. 

“From the turning of vulcanite 
pipe-stems to the making of motor 
cars, there is hardly an_ industry 
which does not use diamonds in 


some form or other,’’ Mr. White, of! 


the Diamond Development Company, 
said. 

“All the big dealers in diamonds 
are now in London, and it is from 
here that they are sent all over the 
world. There is also a rapidly grow- 
ing industry in this country in the 
manufacture of diamond-faced tools 
for all kinds of purposes. 

“Such things as motor car pis- 
tons are now machined with dia- 
mond-edged tools, which give very 
great accuracy and a much smoother 
finish than can be obtained in any 
other way. 

“Electric light filaments, which 
are made from very hard wire, are 
drawn through a diamond in which 
a hole has been bored. Extreme ac- 
curacy is necessary in this process, 
so that the very fine wire shall al- 
ways be of the same thickness. 

“When metal dies were used the 
hole gradually got larger, altering 
the thickness of the wire and chang- 
ing the voltage it would stand, but 
many tons of wire can be drawn 
through a diamond without the hole 
changing in size at all. 

“From being purely a luxury 
article diamonds have during the 
last few years become an almost in- 
dispensable article in all 
industrial processes, and the demand 
for them is increasing every year as 
new uses for them are discovered. 
Fortunately the output has increased 
in step with the demand.”

States Doctor 


The following interesting article is 
by Jas. W. Barton, M.D.: It is said 
that the farther north one travels 
the larger will the noses of the in- 
habitants be found. 

During cool or cold weather, 
which together make up a consider- 
able part of the year in the northern 
climate it is out of the question to 
breathe unwarmed air. Our lungs 
would soon pain us to an unbearable 
extent. Strenuous exercise in cold 
weather brings a sharp pain stab- 
bing the lungs as the air is drawn 
in, part through the mouth, to meet 
the great demand of the lungs for 
air. Because of these conditions na- 
tives of colder climates are equipped 
with long noses as compared with 
short noses of natives of warmer 
climates where nature partially pre- 
pares the air for human use. Resi- 
dents of a cool climate require plenty 
of radiator space within their noses.” 

I am quoting Fassett Edwards in 
an article on The Nose in Hygeia. 

However, air needs more than 
warming before it enters the lungs. 
Some of the dust of the air should 
be removed by the tiny hairs inside 
the nose, the air must be moistened, 
and what is even more important, 
various infectious ailments are pre- 
vented if the moist mucous lining of 
the nose is in a healthy condition. 

There was a time when the most 
important consideration was the 
amount of air that entered the lungs 
through the nose. If the middle 
partition of the nose (the septum) 
was bent an attempt was made by 
surgery to straighten it. And if the 
bony processes on either side of the 
nose were very large and obstruc- 
tive, the removal of a part of these 
bones was done by a surgical opera- 
tion. 

To-day it is felt that in a number 
of cases this enlarged bone may have 
to be removed, but the operations 
are not as frequent now and every 
care is taken to preserve as much 
of the mucous lining of the nose as 
possible. This mucous lining is so 
powerful in warding off the ailments 
that come by way of the air—chil- 
dren's diseases, tuberculosis and 
others—that after battling harmful 
organisms successfully it is ready to 
do so again within five or ten min- 
utes. 

The nose is a useful organ aside} 
from the above as taste is felt to 
be at least three-quarters smell. An 
inflamed nose from a cold makes} 
food almost tasteless.

Light Colored Clothes For Children 

Might Help Prevent Accidents 

“Don’t buy your children black 
raincoats, if you have any regard 
for their safety,” said Dr. B. Cor- 
bett, commissioner of public safety 
at Milwaukee and chairman of the 
U.S. National Safety Commission, in 
his address to the Board of Trade at 
Sault Ste. Marie, Ont. 

Even for adults, said Dr. Corbett, 
black raincoats were bad enough but 
on children they were particularly 
dangerous, for raincoats were ordi- 
narily worn at times when visibility 
is poor and motorists do not get a 
proper chance to see children who 
might be on the highway. 

“Buy your children raincoats of 
light colors,” was his advice and he 
further suggested that light colored 
play clothes for children were also 
an advantage for the same reason.

KNOW YOUR CAMERA 


Judging from the letters the Guild] 
has received old Santa Claus must. 
have pulled many cameras out of his 
bag and quite generously presented 
them to those of all ages. 

Although modern day film has 
simplified snapshooting and allows 
for a certain amount of variation in 
shutter speed and lens aperture, 
some owners of new cameras seem, 
to be having a little trouble in get-| 
ting properly exposed snapshots. 

Well, the first time you played golf | 
you didn’t get a perfect drive, did 
you? It’s practice and experimenting 
that make for improvement. 

Here's a suggestion that will help 
you get better results; that is, if| 
you follow it. | 

When you take a picture make a 
note of the “stop” you used. By that 
I mean, the first or second opening, 
if you have a box camera, or if you 
have a folding camera you _ should} 
also make note of the speed of the| 
shutter, that is, 1/25th of a second, | 
1/50th or whatever it may have been. | 
When the prints are returned you 
can look at them and say to your-| 
self—"This one of Billie is awfully | 
dark and doesn’t show up as I ex- 
pected. Let’s see now—I took this! 
picture at noon at 150th of a sec-! 
ond and had the diaphragm set at! 
f.11. A little too fast to get the 
proper exposure under a hazy sky.) 
The next time, under the same con- 
ditions, I'll either set the diaphragm| 
pointer at f£.8 to let in more light or} 
else leave the diaphragm opening at 
f.11 and set the shutter speed at 
1/25th of a second so as to give the! 
picture a longer exposure.” You can) 
readily see how valuable and im-| 
portant this information would be to 
help improve the quality of your pic-| 
tures.

Sizes Up Strength Of Army At Her

Paris. France, dropping official 
hints that she might prefer a “pre- 
ventive war’ with Nazi Germany 
now to “carnage” later, hastened to 
cement a chain of military alliances, 
which would place a potential army 
of 40,000,000 men at her disposal, 

A possible allied army of that 
magnitude was disclosed in new, if 
unofficial, figures to be based on an 
alliance of France, Soviet Russia, 
the Little Entente and Poland, and 
to embrace: 

1—For 48-hour 
000,000 men. 

2—Additional 
31,000,000 men. 
3—-Eight thousand aeroplanes. 

4—-A million tons of warships.

Free Interchange Of News Between 
Canada And U.S. A Potent Force 
Free interchange of news between 

Canada and the United States stands 

out among the “other relations” that 

must be linked with successful trade 
expansion, Major James G. Parma- 
lee, deputy minister of trade and 
commerce for Canada, told the 

World Trade Committee at Detroit. 
Sponsors of the new trade agree- 

ment between the neighboring na- 

tions hoped it would lead to mutually 
advantageous trade expansion and 


stronger ties of friendship, but 
“trade expansion can be successfully | 
accomplished only through these 


other relations.” 

Dissemination of news between the 
adjoining countries, said the deputy | 
minister, “goes far toward the fos-| 
tering of better understanding.” 

“While Canadian newspapers se- 
cure much news matter by direct) 
cable from various parts of the | 
world,’ he continued, “they rely very | 
largely upon a co-operative arrange- 
ment between the Canadian Press 
and the Associated Press for in- 
formation on world doings and 
activities.” 

Major Parmalee quoted from an 
address of J. F. B. Livesay, general 
manager of the Canadian Press, in 
which the relations between the two 
press organizations were explained 
and the point made that trained 
Canadian newspapermen handle and 
edit the news output of the Associ- 
ated Press. 

“It is of course natural that in 
connection with this interchange the 
Canadian Press editors will usually 
have regard for the British connec- 
tion and Canadian national spirit,” 
said Major Parmalee. ‘‘Supplement- 
ary or complementary cable services 
are utilized in maintaining the bal- 
ance in their favor. 

“I am of the opinion that propa- 
ganda and half-truths are less 
prevalent in the news disseminated 
on this continent than in certain) 
other and older parts of the world.” 

Radio likewise played its part in 
creating better understanding be- 
tween nations, said the deputy! 
minister, mentioning particularly ad- 
dresses of the president and King 
Edwards “simple message of good- 
will.”

Chinaware Lengthen 
Life Of Humanity 


Wooden Trenchers Used In Primi- 
tive Days Collected Germs 


How the manufacture of china- 
ware in England in the time of 
Queen Elizabeth increased the span 
of life of the people, was revealed 
in an interesting address in Toronto 
by Prof. C. G. Currelly, of the Royal 
Ontario Museum. 

In the primaeval days there were 
two kinds of people, those who sat 
on the floor to eat and those who 
used tables. The former ate out of 
a boiling pot and lived to old age 
while the latter type ate out of the 
old wooden trenchers and they died 
off at an early age. Over a period 
of years the trencher collected as 
great a variety of germs as could be 
found in any laboratory. The peo- 
ple were poisoned to death and died 
very rapidly. 

At the time of Queen Elizabeth 
the average age of death was eight 
years, the speaker declared. Europe's 
populations remained stationary for 
more than 1,000 years until the in- 
vention of plates. In the first 60 
years after plates were used in Eng- 
land, the population doubled owing 
to the increased cleanliness. ‘That 
is perhaps one of the greatest gifts 
we owe to China,” Prof. Currelly 
declare. 

The speaker pointed out that silk 
was a great boon to the women of 
Italy in the making of clothing 
which kept off the flies and allowed 
the air to penetrate to the skin. For 
1,400 years men rode horses without 
stirrups until the Hun, living on the 
border of China, invented them, he 
said. The coming of the northern 
chieftain into Europe founded the 
English feudal system. 

“Nobody knows when gunpowder 
was invented, but the Chinese had it 
many centuries ago,” Prof. Currelly 
pointed out. “The oldest form of 
printing we have was invented by 
the Japanese.” 


Popular Weather Lore 


Opinion Of Meteorologist Is That 
It Has No Value 


That bit of iore about March 
stealing in like a lamb and roaring 
out like a lion, Meteorologist William 
H. Alexander of Columbus, Ohio, 
said, is in the same category with a 
dozen or more popular weather 
signs. 

“But you can’t make a lot of peo- 
ple believe those examples of folk- 
lore are absolutely valueless in de- 
termining what the weather will be 
a week, a month, or a year hence,” 
Alexander said. 

Among the other beliefs Alexander 
declared were false were these: 

“That the moon causes or even in- 
fluences weather changes.” 

“That weather for a season is de- 
termined by the kind of weather that 
happens to prevail on any certain 
calendar day.” 

“That the character of a coming 
season can be determined by the be- 
havior of animals, the thickness of 
fur grown by animals, or the thick- 
ness of bark on trees.” 

“That any one has yet found a 
sure method of foretelling the 
weather a year ahead, or of produc- 
ing rain artificially.” 


Enemy Of Weak Heart 


Heavy Meal Often Causes Death 
States Boston Doctor 
Big meals were named in the 


journal of the American Medical As- 
sociation as the number one enemies 
of weak hearts. 

Heavy eating is a major “‘precipi- 
tating cause” of death from coron- 
ary thrombosis, or heart block, Dr 
Cadis Phipps, of Boston, said in a 
study of fatalities from this ailment. 

It is better for susceptibles to 
eat smaller meals and more of them 
than to jam the digestive system 
with excessive amounts of food at
